— Charging 
that the General Film company, of 
New York, producers of moving pic­ 
ture films, is a monopoly in restraint 
of trade in violation of tile Sherman 
a n titru st law, Joseph ll. Sampliner, 
as assignee of the claims of the Lake 
Shore Film aud Supply company, of 
Cleveland, brought snit in the tederal 
court here. Ile asks $303,000 damages. 
The petition charges that the busi­ 
ness of the Lake Shore Film and Sup­ 
ply company, which rented films and 
projecting machines throughout Ohio, 
Pennsylvania aud 
Michigan, practi­ 
cally has been ruined by the monopo­ 
listic methods of the General Film 
company. 
The petition avers that in 1908 a 
combination of 
manufacturers, who 
owned practically all the American 
patents on projecting machines, was 
irganized under the name of the Mo­ 
tion Picture Patents company, a New 
Jersey corporation. Litigation concern­ 
ing many patents was thus settled, and 
the petition charges each of the com­ 
panies entering the combination re­ 
ceived a license to manufacture films 
and ma< bines- and use all the patents. 
The companies alleged to have en­ 
tered the alliance were: The Ameri­ 
can Mutiscope and Biograph company, 
New Jersey; 
Edison Manufacturing 
company, New Jersey; Essanay Film 
company, New York;
